2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-13 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2><3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed invention 
that is a composition and its use in the pharmaceutical and medical industry, wherein the composition comprising a compound having 
general structure of formulas recited in the claim l(e.g. hydroxy 1-ld ehyd e or ketones , its semi-kctals or semi-acetals, or derivatives 
thereof). 

Oautschi et al(US2002/0035055 Al) teaches a fragrance precursors utilizing cyclic acetal compound having the general formulas as 
shown in page 2. However, US ? 05S fails to teach the claimed compound and the species recited in instant claims 4-5. Thus, the claimed 
invention is considered to be novel and patentably distinct over the prior art of the record. 

Claims 1-13 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus the claimed invention improves industrial applicability because the 
subject matter claimed can be made or used in industry. 
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
